Washington, Aug. 9— The nation's 
wheat harvest will total 
757,000,000 
bushels the crop estim ate bureau fore- 
•ast today in a report based on survey 
if agricultural conditions as of Aug­ 
ust 1. 


T he spring wheat crop will comprise 
213.000.000 bushel, the bureau predict­ 
'd, and the w inter wheat 544,000,000 
bushel. 
A forecast previously issued 
»n the basis of report of conditions on 
Inly I -Showed an estimated total pro­ 
lix lion of 809,000,000 
with 
w inter 
•.rop r,74,OOO,OOO, and tin* spring crop 
235.000.000. 


Today’s forecast was based on a re­ 
port of average conditions of 66.6 per 
•ent of norm al for spring wheat as of 
August I, as compared with condition 
if 80.8 per cent of norm al on July I. 
The forecast production of other im- 
Kirtant crops and their conditions on 
\ugust I also showed a decrease ae- 
ording to the crop estim ate bureau.

day finally submitted to Sheriff Master, 
after the latter had besieged the state 
capitol with 
deputies 
for 
several 
hours. 
Though the governor protested his 
arrest 
until the last, charging per­ 
secution and asserting his Innocence, 
the sheriff of Sangam on county was 
adam ant and insisted on taking the 
governor from th** executive mansion 
to "the court house w here Abraham I 
Lincoln used to practice law, before 
accepting the bonds. 
There (lie gov­ 
ernor gave rarely for $f>0,OOO and went 
his way to awalt trlaT“on the charge 
of defrauding the people of the state 
of some $2,000,000 while state treas­ 
urer through alleged failure to turn 
over to the state the proper Interest 
on state funds. 
It was a dram atic day in the capi­ 
tol of Illinois ami the whole city was 
at white heat for hour* as tin* climax 
of the long contest between the gov­ 
ernor and county officers drew near. 
After the governor hud refused yes­ 
terday to yield to service of the three 
w arrants held by the sheriff, the lat­ 
ter had told him he would serve the 
papers yesterday or as soon thereafter 
as possible, either quietly or with any 
necessary effort.

T he difficult 
problem of reducing federal taxes In 
the face of huge future dem ands on 
tho treasury appeared solved today. 
A fax Did to yield $3,075,000,000 or 
$('•00,000,000 a year less than the pre 
war revenue net, was the alin of the 
house ways and means committee as 
the result of the prompt Intervention 
of President Harding In the tax tangle 
The president in a two hour con­ 
ference with house leaders last night 
proposed a program promptly accept­ 
ed by house leaders. 
It was: 
Reducing gove rnment expenditures 
by $250,000,000. 
obtaining several hundred million 
additional revenue* through a concen­ 
trated drive to collect back taxes and 
sale of larger quantities of war m a­ 
terial. 
Repel of the excess profit tax and 
reduction of high ray-te x ts to a m ax­ 
imum of 32 per cent as of January I, 
1911. 
Repeal of th® luxury levy as of J a n ­ 
uary I, 1922. 
Cut transportation taxes In half on 
January I, 19&2 and repeal thens on 
January I, 1923. Substitute only an In- 
crense In "the flat corporation Income 
tax from ten to twelve and one half 
or fifteen per cent. 


Repeal All Tux on Freight and 
Passenger Kales 
W ashington, Aug. IO 
Complete re­ 
peal of the taxes on passenger and 
freight rates effective next January I 
was decided upon Imlay by republican 
members of the house ways and means 
committee now fram ing the revenue 
revision hill. 
The act does not effect 
Pullman and express taxes. 
Decision 
was also roached to increase the fiat 
corporation income* tax to fifteen per 
cent instead of twelve and one half, as 
suggested by President Harding at a 
c onference of house leaders yesterday 
The com mittee today formally voted 
for the repeal of the excess profit levy 
and reduction of the sur-tax from a 
maximum of sixty-five to thirty- two 
per cent. 
Both changes were made retroactive 
January I 1921 in response to the wish 
of President Harding 
although 
the 
committee previously favored delaying 
this until January I, 1922. 
A movement Is now under way in 
the committee to reduce the tax of 
five million people paying the nor­ 
mal Income tax of four per cent. Rep­ 
resentative Bacharach of New Jersey 
is insisting that $500 additional ex­ 
emptions Im* granted these tax payers 
or thut the returns be reduced from 
four to three per cent. 
The increas­ 
ed exemption may be granted, it was 
said.

Fordney Hopes to Cut Half a Billion 
From Tax Bill of 1922, But His Fe|. 
low Committeemen Are Less Opti­ 
mistic. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 
W ashington.--How much Is tho lox 
hill of tho American citizen to bo cut 
by tho revenue measure which before! 
the front comes will have a place u p -1 
on tho statute hooka of tho Lulled 
Staten? 
It la a mighty hard thing to toll. 
It 
may not ho cut at all, and it may bo 1 
Increased, hut perhaps tho country gen- 1 
orally speaking will fool that it has 
bean relieved a hit by tile shifting of 
burdens of taxation from one place to | 
another, and by tho now means of j 
raising tho necessary money. 
If, for, Inst a mo, they should take 
the tax off something which all men, 
women and children buy nearly every­ 
day of t In*!r lives, the people probably 
Would feel that they had been relieved 
of smite expense, forgetting perhaps 
the tax would go somewhere else and 
that In the long run it might have lls 
effisi. upon them. 
The plain truth about taxation Is 
that the government needs a huge 
amount of money to pay the interest 
on Its bonds and to pay Its running 
expenses. 
There Is only one way to 
raise this money, and that Is by tax­ 
ation, except of course through tariff, 
and some persons maintain that tile 
tariff Is a tax. 
It follows, therefore, 
that unless the expense# of govern­ 
ment are cut, taxation cannot be cut. 
It Is not Uncle Sam's fault that hills 
fall due and ft Is a credit, of course. 
to his honesty that he wants to pay 
t hem. 
Little Reduction In Sight. 
There was a strong belief that tax­ 
ation this year might he cut material­ 
ly. 
It Is the solid truth today, how­ 
ever, to say that few men In congress 
seemingly 
believe 
that 
any 
great 
umount of the burden can be lifted. 
The chairman of the house committee 
on ways and means, Mr. Fordney, says 
that the attem pt will he to cut half 
a billion dollars from the tax hill of 
next year. 
Ills fellow members of the 
committee an* very much less optimis­ 
tic. 
They say that they do not want 
to make any promises because lf dis­ 
appointment shall come the promises 
will return to plague them . 
All the members of congress, mem­ 
bers of the minority party as well as 
of the majority, seem to be In sym­ 
pathy with the proposal to repeal the 
transportation taxes, those which hit 
freight as they hit the passenger by 
land and sea. 
When a man travels to­ 
day he not only pays a good deal more 
for his straight ticket than he did 
a few years ago, hut he has to pay 
a tax In addition, and as Americans 
like to travel, this form of taxation 
has been felt keenly. 
It has been said that the taxes col­ 
lected each year from the passengers 
and the freight shippers amount to 
considerably in w e than one-third of a 
billion dollar*!*Of course lf this tax 
lf lifted the third of a billion dollars 
must he raised In some other way and 
os yet no specific plan for doing It has 
developed. 
It seems likely today that 
only u part of the transportation tax 
will be lifted. 
The government Is going to save 
some money this year through econ­ 
omy In the administration of the de­ 
partm ents. Through the efforts of the 
budget commission, nnd of the con­ 
gressional 
committee 
plus 
a 
non­ 
congressman 
who 
Is 
Its 
chairman, 
nnd which Is charged with the work 
of reorganizing the departments, th® 
chances aw m to he that several hu*'- 
dred millions of dollars will he saved. 
Expenses Increase Yearly. 
The trouble Is, however, that the 
government Is growing all the time 
and that Its 
ordinary expenses 
In­ 
crease from year to year. 
Therefore 
it seems that lf the saving will offset 
the legitimate Increase arising from 
the growth of the government, it will 
do about all that It can be e x a c te d 
to do. Of course It Is a saving never­ 
theless. 
The army will not cost as much as 
it did last year, nor will the navy cost 
gunite us much. but the sea service will 


conn* pretty near to equaling Its lust 
year’s expenditures. 
Congress a« a 
whole, Demof-ntfs and Republicans to­ 
gether, agreed that the navy should he 
maintained at close to Its last year's 
efficiency, while congress as a whole 
seemed perfectly willing that the army 
should he cut so materially that today 
army officers fear the service actually 
will he crippled badly. 
Still here there 
Is n saving, hut there are appropria­ 
tions for new objects of government 
which probably will eat It up. 
The treasury estimate of the cost of 
government for next year, running Ifs 
I affairs and paying Interest, will he 
j about 
fiiiir billions 
of 
dollars. 
If 
jf’bnlrmnn I’ordney's hope that half a
